Labor Loses Major House Battle 
Construction Picket Bill 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - O r­ 
ganized labor has lost its first 
m ajor battle in the heavily 
D em ocratic 95th Congress with 
an attem pt to overturn G erald 
F o rd ’s 1975 veto of a controver­ 
sial 
c o n tru ctio n 
in d u stry 
picketing bill. 
The bill, known as “ common 
situs picketing,’’ was defeated 
by the House W ednesday night 
on a vote 217 to 205. The out­ 
com e raised doubts about m any 
other item s on

“This is the end of situs 
picketing for a long tim e," 


concluded Rep. Frank Thomp­

children 
a boy and two girls 
since February of 1976.

The 
boy, like Timothy, had been 
sexually molested but the girls 
w ere not. police said 
“We’re going on the theory 
that one person was responsible 
but w e’re not discounting the 
fact that there may have been a 
p a rtn e r,” sta te 
police Lt 
Robert Robertson said. 
In all, seven children

fluent area north of Detroit. 
Police said three of the slayings 
appeared to be unrelated to the 
other four.

British Chief Survives 
‘No-Confidence’ Test 


LONDON (UPI) - Prime 
M inister Jam es C allaghan’s 
m inority L abor governm ent 
has won at least six more 
months in office by tying its 
future to a handful of votes 
from the Liberal party. 
After a bitter and often noisy 
six-hour 
debate, 
Parliam ent 
voted, 322 to 298, Wednesday 
night against a “no confidence’’ 
motion proposed by Conserva­ 
tive opposition leader M argaret 
T hatcher that could 
have 
brought down the government. 
A defeat would have forced 
the government to submit to a 
general election that — opinion 
polls indicate - 
could sweep 
Mrs. Thatcher into power as 
Britain’s first woman prime 
minister. 
The Liberal party provided 
its crucial 
13 votes after 
Callaghan agreed to consult 
with it on future government 
policies. 
For the Liberals, out of office 
since 1924, it meant the first 
taste of political pow er in more 
than half a century. 
The deal, as announced by 
Callaghan to Parliam ent amid 
an uproar of jeering and angry 
protests from the disappointed 
C onservatives, provided for 
“consultation” between Labor 
and the Liberals on all planned 
legislation, at least until the end 
of the present parliam entary 
session in October. 
The agreement also called for 
creation of a joint I^aborLiberal 
consultation 
com m ittee, 
a 
l^abor pledge to consult the 
Liberals on 
the system 
of 
elections to be used for the 
European parliament and a 
government pledge to press 
stalled legislation on limited 
home rule for Scotland and 
Wales. 
Callaghan, stressing the a r­ 
rangement was not a coalition, 
said at the end of six months the 
two parties would see whether 
it was in their interest and that 
of the nation to continue the 
agreement. 
“Without this arrangem ent 
we wouldn’t have won,” said 
Home Secretary Merlyn Rees.

Florea claimed the Army was 
unaware of his existence from 
1970 until this year, although he 
contacted 
Army 
posts 
four 
times over the period 
Ft. Knox officials Wednesday 
recommended to the Depart­ 
ment of the Army that Florea 
be given an honorable dis­ 
charge and paid. 
A 
letter from Gen. John 
M c E n e r y , 
c o m m a n d i n g 
general of Ft. Knox, to Florea 
said he has been granted a total 
of 298 active duty days in the 
Army. A total of 135 of the 298 
days occurred within the time 
frame during which Florea 
claims the Army took no notice 
of him. 
Florea was given no credit 
for Army service subsequent to 
the time that his normal tour of 
duty expired on May 15, 1973. 
The Army said he has the 
right to appeal the determina­ 
tion date, but would have to 
produce proof to justify his 
claims and prove the Army was 
unaware of Ins status 
Florea contended that in 1970 
when he was a private lie 
arrived in Ft. Eustis, Va , after 
basic training but found no 
orders. 
He said he was told to go 
home to wait for orders and he 
waited 6'* years, during which 
he contacted the Army approxi 
m ately four tim es without 
results He said eventually his

Congo Military Junta 
Sets Up Special Court 


BRAZZAVILLE, 
Congo 
(UPI) — The military com­ 
mittee ruling the Congo since 
the assassination of President 
Marien Ngouabi said today it 
has set up a special court to try 
persons held responsible for the 
country’s “present events.” 
The 11-man junta, 
in 
its 
statem ent, also said it has 
decided to maintain the country 
under a 7 p.m. to 7 a.m. curfew 
and that any public gathering of 
more than five persons was 
banned 
The communique said the 
special military court will “try 
those 
responsible 
for 
the 
present events so as to respect 
pledges given to the people and 
the revolution.” 
Congolese police are present­ 
ly holding former president 
Alphonse Massemba-Debat on 
charges of conspiracy against 
the slain president’s life. The 
assassins led by a former arm y 
captain blamed for Friday’s 
presidential slaying have not 
yet been caught, however. 
The police also have jailed 
three relatives of the murdered 
president on charges they 
abducted and killed Wednesday 
C ardinal 
E m ile 
B iayenda, 
Roman Catholic archbishop of 
Brazzaville, in an apparent act 
of political and tribal vengean­ 
ce. 
The killing of the cardinal, 
four days after the assassina­ 
tion of Ngouabi, plunged the 
nation into “double national 
m o u r n i n g , ” 
g o v e r n m e n t 
leaders say, 
and 
prompted 
strict security controls. 
Ail borders have been sealed 
around the form er F rench 
colony, which has been under a 
daw n-to-dusk curfew since 
Ngoutabi’s death Friday. 
Police and the arm y carried 
out spot identity checks in the 
streets Wednesday and sear­ 
ched cars and homes in the hunt 
for two of Ngouabi’s killers who 
are still at large. 


A governm ent spokesm an 
said three members of the slain 
president’s family have been 
arrested following the killing of 
Biayenda, Brazzaville’s Roman 
Catholic archbishop and the 
first cardinal killed anywhere 
in more than half a century. 
He did not name the suspects 
but said they kidnaped the 50- 
year-old churchman 
— 
the 
world’s youngest black car­ 
dinal — and “summarily killed 
him” Tuesday night in what he 
called a “family vendetta.” 
(In the Vatican, Pope Paul VI 
condemned the slaying and said 
Biayenda’s death was further 
“tribute of pain and blood” the 
church pays to spread the 
Gospel.) 
No further official explana­ 
tion of the slaying was offered, 
although the spokesman said 
the cardinal was with Ngouabi 
at arm y headquarters half an 
hour before 
the 
39-year-old 
president was shot to death by 
four men posing as arm y of­ 
ficers. 
In a statem ent broadcast by 
Radio Brazzaville, the 11-man 
ruling military council — whose 
members are anonymous — 
told the nation’s 1.3 million 
residents the cardinal’s killers 
“will be punished in exemplary 
fashion, just like the assassins 
of President Ngouabi. 
“The military council cannot 
accept su.h acts, which stem 
from blind passion and ban- 
ditism, and 
issues 
a 
stern 
warning to all persons who 
disturb public o rd e r,” the 
statement said. 
It said the cardinal’s death 
“puts the Congo in double 
national mourning.” 
Radio Brazzaville reported 
Tuesday that former President 
Alphonse Massamba-Debat, 55, 
has confessed to plotting to 
retake power and to having 
contacts with at least two of the 
four man squad that allegedly 
killed Ngouabi. 
Lived Model Life 13 Yeats 
Clemency Hearing Planned 
For 'Rehabilitated' Escapee 


DALLAS (UPI) - For 13 
years Robert Lee Beatty lived a 
respectable life, 
raised five 
children and worked hard as a 
self-employed roofer 
He told no one about his year 
in an Oklahoma prison 
not 
even the children. 
On Wednesday, Beatty was in 
the Dallas city jail, awaiting 
extradition He was arrested on 
a tip from an informant Beatty 
was a prison escapee and still 
had nine years to serve in 
()klahoma. 
O k l a h o ma 
au t h o r i t i e s , 
believing 
Beatty 
is 
a 
"rehabilitated m an,” already 
are saying it may not be long 
before he can return to his 
family. 
" I’m glad it’s over,” said 
Beatty’s wife. Edna. “I am glad 
to get it taken care of so that 
maybe we can return to being a 
normal family. But I don’t 
know what we will do now.”

Mrs. Beatty said she was 
forced to tell their children, the 
oldest 17, of their father’s past. 
“They all cried.” she said. 
“He had been a good father to 
them and they really love him .” 
Beatty, who has been living in 
Texas under the name “Buddy 
Lee Haley,” was sent to prison 
in 1964 on a 10-year sentence for 
horse theft. He escaped while 
on medical leave in Oklahoma 
City. 
Officials at the Oklahoma 
Bureau of Investigation said 
they were tipped by an in­ 
formant a week ago that Beatty 
was living in Dallas. They 
contacted Dallas police, who 
picked him up. 
Although Beatty will have to 
return to Oklahama, officials 
there said the Pardons and 
Parole Board agreed to put his 
case on its docket immediately 
for clemency consideration. A 
spokesman for Oklahoma Gov. 
David Boren said there was a 
“ very 
strong 
possibility” 
Beatty would not have to go 
back to prison 
“He is a rehabilitated m an,” 
the spokesman said 
Mrs. Beatty said since the 
escape the Beatty family had 
“just lived our life and tried to 
live it good, the best 
way 
possible. He lias been a good 
person ami father.”

Appeols Court Backs 
Judge In Local Case 


LISBON — The decision of 
Judge Richard D. Kennedy in 
finding that Carl A. Spencer Sr. 
of Whitacre Rd., Salem RD 2, 
was in contempt of a Common 
Pleas Court order of April 12, 
1975, has been upheld by the 
Seventh District Court of Ap­ 
peals. 
Spencer, who has served a 10- 
day jail sentence for contempt, 
was held in contempt after a 
hearing 
last 
Nov. 
16. 
The 
Common Pleas Court order 
held he was in contempt for 
failing to remove chunks of 
concrete on the roadway and in 
the ditches, steel stakes on the 
west side of Whitacre Rd. 
coming into Georgetown Rd. 
and interfering with ingress 
and egress by displacement of 
the road bed in the vicinity of a 
pond. 
The appellate court’s unani­ 
mous opinion traced some of 
the history of the case since the 
original petition was filed Aug. 
12, 1970, seeking a restraining 
order against the 'defendants 
from obstructing thejpse qf tj[ie 
township road 
The original action listed 
F red erick O rend, Johh t . 
Doyle and Earl Bardo, all of RD 
2, and Clark K Oesch of Salem 
RD 1 as the plaintiffs and 
Spencer and Mary E Spencer 
as the defendants. 
Time Gap Noted 
Spencer in his appeal had 
alleged that a time gap totaling 
24 months resulted in prejudi­ 
cial error by failing to dismiss 
the contempt proceedings and 
violated his rights to due proc­ 
ess because of the inherent 
power of the court to sentence 
him to jail, even though he had 
sought a speedy hearing on the 
contempt motion. 
The appellate court’s opinion 
noted the alleged error was 
“without m erit.” explaining the 
punishm ent 
im posed 
on 
Spencer was civil in nature. It 
said two sections of state law 
and a case cited by the defend­ 
ant are inapplicable because 
they pertain to criminal of­ 
fenses. 
The opinion also explained 
that the contempt of the April 
12, 1975, order continued each 
day that he refused to comply, 
while a criminal offense occurs 
on a certain date during a 
specific time period. 
Spencer’s contention that the 
trial court’s ruling was against 
the weight of evidence and that 
he was entitled to a final judg­ 
ment in his favor was overruled 
by the trial court. 
Ordered To Jail 
Spencer was found in con­ 
tempt in December of 1973, was 
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ordered jailed until he complied 
with the court’s order and was 
fined $250 and costs. Execution 
of the sentence was stayed for a 
month to give him an oppor­ 
tunity to carry out the court’s 
order. 
On Oct. 22, 1975, Judge Ken­ 
nedy found the defendant still 
was in contempt but suspended 
the former order to provide 
“one 
more opportunity” 
to 
carry out the specific order. 
The jurist also said he would in­ 
spect Whitacre Rd. on Oct. 1 or 
at a later date to determine if 
the defendant had done as 
ordered. 
Spencer filed a notice of 
appeal on Sept. 30, 1975, and the 
appellate court dismissed the 
appeal on May 7, 1976, noting 
the court’s order was not a final 
one because of the suspension 
granted. 
Judge 
Kennedy 
ordered 
Spencer imprisoned for 10 days 
with the sentence to be carried 
out immediately, and fined him 
$500, with the fine ordered to be 
held by the clerk’s office. 
Spencer's motion for a stay of 
execution was denied. 
The appellate court said it 
sustained his motion for a stay 
pending appeal conditioned 
upon Spencer posting a $6,000 
bond. The defendant did not 
post the bond and has served 10 
days in jail.

N ew DELHI, India (UPI) - 
Morarji Desai, a former deputy 
premier jailed under Indira 
Gandhi’s regime, was sworn in 
as India’s Prim e Minister today 
and pledged to restore demo­ 
cracy, a free press and a strong 
judiciary. 
Desai, 81, met the press a half 
hour after taking the oath as 
India’s fourth prime minister 
since independence from the 
Britsh 30 years ago and said 
laws passed after Mrs. Gan­ 
dhi’s emergency was decreed 
June 
26, 
1975, 
would 
be 
repealed. 
Desai was selected for the 
post earlier today during a 
meeting of the newly elected 
parliament members of the 
victorious Janata 
(People's) 
party and their allies, the 
Congress for Democracy. 
The new prime minister said 
India would follow “a proper 
nonalignment policy” and that 
if the 25-year Indo-Soviet treaty 
of peace and friendship, signed 
in 1971, harmed friendly rela­ 
tions with other nations “ it will 
have to change.” 
Explaining his domestic pri­ 
orities, Desai said: “One has 
got to set right the censorship 
business and the act which has 
been passed ag ain st new s­ 
papers.” 
“Judicial independence has 
got to be fully not only restored 
but secured and guaranteed for 
future tim es,” he said. “And 
there should be no occasion for 
any government to levy any 
measures of the type which 
have been taken (during the 
emergency).” 
Desai said constitutional 
amendments passed last year 
that had undercut the judiciary, 


strengthened the executive 
and, in effect, institutionalized 
the harsh m easures of the 
emergency would be repealed 
Desai, rebuffed in two previ­ 
ous attempts to lead the world’s 
largest democracy, had been 
jailed for 18 months under the 
emergency rule of Mrs. Gan­ 
dhi. 
Desai, an austere man known 
to command more respect than 
warmth, battled Mrs. Gandhi 
when both belonged to the 
Congress Party in 1966 in an 
attem pt to becom e prim e 
minister, but the party chose 
her at that time. 
He won out Thursday over the 
other leading candidate for the 
post, Jag jiv an 
Ram, 
who 
resigned from Mrs. Gandhi’s 
cabinet last month to fight her 
party at the polls. 
R am ’s breakaway Congress 
for Democracy party and the 
Janata party united to win 298 
of the 542 seats in the new 
parliament. 
M rs. 
G andhi’s 
Congress 
party kept only 153 seats. Anti- 
Moscow Communists won 21 
seats 
The remaining 63 seats will 
be decided by a further voting. 
A district in Punjab state will 
vote again because ballot 
counting w as disrupted by 
violence. Districts in Kashmir 
and Himachal Pradesh states 
will vote this sum m er because 
they are snowbound. 
Yeshwantrao Chavan, 64, the 
most senior m inister in the 
defeated government, said his 
party’s goal now would be “to 
play a positive and constructive 
role of opposition for the func­ 
tioning of dem ocracy.”

patrolman what he thinks about 
CBers. you can get a pretty 
good idea about the intensity of 
the love-hate relationship that 
has developed between CBers 
and Smokey. 
On one hand, the patrolman 
will tell you, CBers are an in­ 
valuable source of information. 
They’re everywhere. On the 
superslab, the state highways 
and the side roads. They tip off 
the cops about drunk drivers, 
accidents and crime. 
But on the other hand, the 
same 
patrolman 
explains, 
many CBers are out to beat 
every radar trap in the*country. 
Truckers and four-wheelers 
pass “ Smokey reports” up and 
down the road. 
The only 
speeders the radar will catch, it 
often seems, are the ones who 
don’t have CB. 
In at least half a dozen states 
the highway patrols have 
launched concerted campaigns 
aimed at nailing CBers at the 
radar trap. By using single, 
unmarked 
cars, 
law 
en­ 
forcement officers have been 
able to catch hundreds of CBers 
off-guard. 
And those ticketed, in turn, 
spread the word of the un­ 
marked cars to thousands of 
other CBers. The theory is that 
if CBers are never sure where 
the unmarked car will be next, 
they’ll make an effort to slow' 
down. 
Florida patrolmen have used 
the unmarked car system with 
some success 
“ The objective is simply to 
enforce the 55 mile per hour 
speed limit,” says Lt. L. T. 
Smallwood of the Florida High­ 
way Patrol. “ We are getting 
tired of citizens using CBs and 
getting away with speeding. 
The plain cars make it even 
again.” 
Smallwood says that Florida 
patrolmen were startled when 
the program first started, 
because just a handful of un­ 
marked cars in the Jackson­ 
ville area gave out over 1,000 
tickets in just four days. 
In Michigan, despite ex­ 
periments with unmarked cars, 
the highway patrol still leans 
toward “ exposure” of radar 
units, and patrol brass have 
taken a more positive attitude 
towards CBers. 
The state police, for instance, 
publish a monthly newsletter, 
"CB FEED B A C K .” which tells 
Michigan CBers and their clubs 
how much help they’ve been. 


CBers love-hate 
affair with Smokey 
Dipper 
The newsletter gives a total for 
calls 
made 
by 
CBers 
to 
patrolmen, with a breakdown 
on the nature of the calls. 
Included are the number of 
calls about crime, accidents, 
drunk drivers, dangerous road 
conditions, along with what 
types of action the lawmen took 
in the cases reported by CBers. 
"W e want 
to 
work 
with 
CBers,” says Michigan patrol 
Lt. Rod LaMore. “ They help us 
out every day, and we want that 
to continue.” 
Both LaMore and Florida’s 
Smallwood believe that there 
are basically two groups of 
CBers. One is made up of CBers 
who have a CB for the sake of 
having a CB; they stick to the 
speed limit, 
generally, 
and 
have the radio for passing time, 
obtaining information about 
road conditions and reporting 
emergencies. The other group 
is made up of people who 
bought their CBs only as a way 
of. beating speeding tickets. 
“ Even though they 
(the 
speeders) have a CB to beat the 
radar, these people will also on 
occasion report something to 
us,” says LaMore, “ and we 
want to receive their 
in­ 
formation.”

COLUMBUS (U P I) - The 
Public Utilities Commission of 
Ohio (PUCO) has decided to 
conduct a public hearing on 
which telephone exchanges 
would be part of an experiment 
by Cincinnati Bell on measured 
telephone systems.

Little wonder so many Americans suffering 
from cancer don’t believe the Food and Drug 
Administration when it tells them the outlawed 
drug I^aetrile is worthless. 
Any agency which could seriously propose 
banning saccharine because three out of 100 
laboratory rats fed dosages equivalent to 800 12- 
ounce cans of dietetic drink a day developed 
malignant bladder tumors deserves to have its 
competency called into question. 
Many people are wondering why the FDA 
chose to m ove against saccharine at this time. 
The Canadian investigation which prompted its 
action was by no means the first test which has 
implicated the artificial sweetener, however 
remotely, as a cancer-causing agent, 
(ironically, the Canadian government, which is 
sim ilarly removing saccharine from the marKet, 
permits the sale and use of Laetrile.) 
Of course, the Delaney Clause, enacted by 
Congress in 1958 as an amendment to the Food, 
Drug and Cosmetic Act, decrees that any food 
additive found to cause cancer in humans or 
anim als — no matter how m assive the test 
dosages or how improbable the ordinary risk to 
people — must be placed beyond the pale.

and

Old Fears Haunt Solzhenitsyn

CAVENDISH, Vt — (NEA) 
When 
A lexander 
Solzhenitsyn was a 
political 
prisoner in the Soviet Union’s 
gulag archipelago he dreamed 
of finding the perfect home in 
the perfect place "in a little 
corner of Russia.” It wasn’t to 
happen there, of course, but 
now his dream has come true 
here on 10 acres of American 
soil. 
The famed dissident has lived 
in the hills near this secluded 
village 
since 
November. 
It 
offers him a place, as he’s 
wished, where ‘‘a man can live 
and die,” where the "world is at 
peace,” and where he can listen 
to 
the 
evenin g 
branches 
“brushing against the roof.” 
And 
yet 
if 
Solzhenitsyn’s 
dream has been realized, som e 
of his old nightmares linger on. 
He has built an eight-foot chain 
fence around his property, 
complete with a TV monitor 
security system , and has told 
his 
neighbors 
he 
rem ain s 
fearful for his safety. Soviet 
agents have harassed him here, 
he says, and have threatened 
his life 
THE CHARGE is a serious 
one, with implications reaching 
far beyond Cavendish. There

rwudents. If the Russians are 
breaking the laws, tbey are 
tinkering not only With US. 
sovereignty but with diplomatic 
fire. If Solzhenitsyn is right, the

But is he right9 Have Russian 
agents visited this area with 
intent to frighten the Nobel 
prize winning exile? Respon­

Solzhenitsyn has invented the 
accu sation s, 
but 
on 
the 
evidence there is little reason to 
believe the charges are true 
L ocal police ch ief Lloyd 
Stillwell says the author has 
made no formal complaint to 
him “He don’t bother me and I 
don’t 
bother 
him ,” 
is 
how 
Stillwell puts it. The chief says 
he knows that curiosity seekers 
liave pestered the author, and 
that som e have been Russian, 
“but I wouldn’t say that makes 
them agents.” 
IN 
WASHINGTON 
a 
spokesman for the FBI con­ 
firms that no complaint has 
been filed there either. “We 
would certainly investigate if 
we felt it necessary,’ 
says

“but our people don't

n e c essa ry .” 
Representatives of the State

syn’s worries. 
Authorities agree that there 
w as a Ume when such charges 
would have been less likely to 
be ignored. Edward Kline, a 
New York businessman who co­ 
edits a magazine devoted to 
p olitical 
d issid en ts, 
says 
Russian defectors in America 
used to be regularly harassed 
by Soviet diplomats. This was 
during the cold war and in the 
early 1960s. 
Kline sayd one defector was 
alleged to have been shot to 
death in Washington by Soviet 
agen ts.

sa y s 
another 
d efector w as 
shot 
“ under 
m ysteriou s c ir cu m sta n ce s” 
after 
com plainin g 
of 
harassment. 
"But it doesn’t seem to be the 
w ay the R u ssian s operate 
anym ore,” says Kline. He says 
he has not in years heard 
personally 
of

harassment. His co-editor on

( “ Chronical

Human 
Rights” ) is Valerie Chalidze, a 
Soviet exile whom Kline says 
“ has never m entioned any

Cavendish, as well as officials 
in Washington, believe he may 
be an understandable victim of 
his own im agin ation .

somewhat paranoid about it; 
it’s like jumping at shadows.” 


NO DOUBT the author has 
been extraordinarily nervous 
about visitors to his homestead 
Two visitors in particular have 
rattled Solzhenitsyn in recent 
weeks: a woman and her son. 
The woman is described as a 
distraught lady of R ussian 
heritage 
who 
alleg ed ly 
demanded to see Solzhenitsyn 
and camped for a time outside 
his gate 
There are various versions of 
Solzhenitsyn’s 
confrontation 
with the woman. One is that she 
charged him with having been 
“ bought 
off 
by 
M oscow .” 
Another is that she complained 
of poverty to the exile, and 
becam e such a nuisance that he 
gave her som e cash and then 
directed her to find further 
relief at a V erm ont 
a n ti­ 
poverty agency. 
Whatever the truth of the 
matter, Solzhenitsyn is said to 
liave been shaken by the ex­ 
perience. 
And perhaps 
with 
good reason. The wom an’s son, 
in his early 
twenties 
made 
improper advances 
to some 
young girls in this area, and to 
an adult female teacher as 
w ell, he has since been com ­ 
mitted to a state hospital for the 
mentally ill 
Locals believe inis untidy 
episode may be at the root of 
Solzhenitsyn’s 
allegations

other foreigners have also

demands "He’s got a right to 
be defensive," explains police

Bus driving members of the 
Transport Workers Union of 
America (TWU-AFL-CIO) say 
the 
m ech an ism s 
are 
inoperable. Why should this be? 
There are lots of union bus 
"m aintainers” in the garages. 
They are paid over $15,000 
yearly. T h at’s without the 
fringes and the Cost of Living 
Allowance (COLA) which gives 
them an additional $15.20 a 
week now, with more COLA to 
be poured into their envelopes. 
At those wage rates, they 
should be able to repair the 
kneeling mechanism. Or are 
the 
b u ses’ 
step-low erin g 
machines in working condition, 
but som e of the drivers just 
aren’t interested? 
SO HERE WE GET to the 
bottom line in the growing 
antagonism of the public to 
much 
of 
organized 
labor. 
National TWU president Mattie 
Guinan, “the quiet m an,” and 
John Lawe, new president of 
the huge 35,000-member New 
York 
T ransit 
Local 
100, 
regularly lob over hot public 
statem ents and denunciations 
as though they ’-ere pitching to 
Hank Aaron. 
On March th 
for exam ple, 
jointly they 
ailed on the 
governor, the mayor, the city 
council, the state legislature, 
Senators and C ongressm en, 
demanding their help in a drive 
to prevent a cut in public 
transport service — meaning a 
slash in the number of runs and 
a cut in the number of jobs. 
“The people have a right to 
public transit that serves their 
needs,” said brothers Guinan 
and Lawe. 
Well, perhaps these union 
chiefs haven’t been on the bus 
runs recently 
to see 
small 
women try to get up on buses 
which don’t 
kneel. 
Perhaps 
they haven’t seen the handi­ 
capped struggle. Or noted the 
em b arrassed old m en and 
women imploring the usually 
dour and often surly drivers to 
hold the door. 
DON’T THESE folks deserve 


the service for which the city 
S 
aid $55,707 for each special 
us? And soon will pay $68,817 
for each of another 310 kneeling 
buses? 
This will make a total of 
$43,504,656 for the adjustable 
coaches. Hardly a petty cash 
item 
in 
this 
m oneyless 
metropolis as it appeals to 
Secretary of the Treasury Mike 
B lum enthal 
for 
additional 
federal dollars. 
The 
TW U’s 
Local 
100 
members — som e 35,000 of 
them — are well-paid, well- 
leisured and fringe-covered. A 
car and platform and toilet 
cleaner gets base pay of $11,492 
a year. So do the traditionally 
u n c o m m u n ic a tiv e 
ch a n g e 
booth personnel. 
Subway train maintainers get 
$15,048 annually. Train con­ 
ductors get $12,823. Motormen 
take $15,000. And the driving 
knights in shining buses get 
$14,000. 
To top this are a COLA, 
frin ges, 
fabulous 
health 
coverage, a 
free 
fare 
pass 
estim ated to be worth some 
$7.50a week, etc., etc. The TWU 
people get 10 holidays yearly. A 
day off on their birthday. And 
12 sick days. Which they take. 
Note, there’s a law in this 
state which calls for a wage 
freeze for public employes. So 
the 
TWU 
membership 
took 
their recent increase in COLA. 
This already totals $27,664 
m illion annually. 
And the 
contract is just about one year 
old with another year to go. 
True, the co6t of living has 
zoomed. So has this nationally 
crucial city’s cost of survival — 
with all that it means to the 
financial centers of America 
and the free world. Without a 
COLA, the union threatens to 
paralyze this Babylon.

Washington insiders, Reilly’s

seeking the senator’s support 
when the question of Concorde 
landing rights cam e 
up 
in 
Congress. 
In the previously unreported 
letter, Wells said Carey and 
members of his cabinet op­ 
posed the Concorde because “it 
is the obvious political thing to 
do.” 
“The Concorde’s only sup­ 
porters” added Wells, “are the 
top business people, etc. who 
grasp the realities of foreign 
policy relations with France 
and Great Britain, an open- 
m inded 
attitude 
toward 
progress, etc.” 
W ells’ ind iscreet rem arks 
about “the top business people” 
serve only 
to 
buttress 
the 
argum ent of Concorde op­ 
ponents who claim that the 
plane will serve only an elite 
group of businessmen whose 
expense accounts can afford 
the $1,600 trans-Atlantic round 
trip fare 
The French already 
have 
spent more than $2.7 million to 
secure United States landing 
rights for the Concorde. Rogers 


& Wells, for example, has been 
paid more than $725,000. 
The Washington law firm of 
Hydeman, Mason & Goodell, 
whose senior partners include 
former Sen. Charles E.Goodell, 
R-N.Y., has received more than 
$235,000. Richard R.Aurelio, an 
aid to former New York City 
M ayor 
John 
V. 
L indsay, 
received more than $46,000 for a 
year’s work as a consultant. 
A pair of public relations 
firms, one in Washington and 
another in New York, have 
been paid more than $460,000 
for publicity and lobbying 
activities. When the fight is 
over, the bill for convincing the 
United States to accept the 
C oncorde undoubtedly 
w ill 
exceed $4 million.

gery, and laetrile, a substance 
made from apricot pits. 
" I 
think that I would rather have 
cancer,” Kelly said when one 
woman suggested a tumbler 
full of castor oil mixed with 
olive oil. every hour on the 
hour. But, he has noted, “ des­ 
perate 
people 
do desperate 
things — when a patient’s life is 
involved — emotions overcome 
skepticism .” 
People 
ad­ 
vocating “ m iracle” cures often 
prey on these emotions. This 
can lead to tragic results, espe­ 
cially when legitimate treat­ 
ment that might make a life or 
death difference is withheld. 
Perhaps a talk with the people 
at your local American Cancer 
Society I nit would break the 
hold ' 
liracle e u ro " has on 


your friend's thinking. I t ’s 
worth a try. 


A salesman asks. “ Not long 
ago my wife had to have a 
breast 
removed 
because 
of 
cancer and she is worried that 
she will lose the other breast 
too. Can you tell me anything to 
allay her fears'” ’ 
A N SW ERline: This is a ques­ 
tion that can be answered by 
your wife’s regular physician 
or breast surgeon, and perhaps 
the chance to speak with them 
will help both of you. The basic 
facts are these: the woman who 
has had cancer in one breast is 
at higher risk of developing 
cancer in her other breast. But 
this does not happen often. To 
protect her health, your wife 
should 
be 
having 
regular 
checkups and she should do 
breast self-examination of her 
remaining breast each month. 
Your local American Cancer 
Society Unit has special Reach 
to Recovery information just 
for women who have had breast 
surgery.

Members of the new commis­ 
sion would be barred from 
receiving campaign contribu­ 
tions from or having any 
financial interest in the nursing 
Women Slain 
Before Ransom 
Demand Issued 


TULSA, Okla (U P I) — Two 
women, including one who 
formerly worked for a Bel­ 
levue, Ohio, horse trainer, who 
were kidnaped last week were 
killed before the first ransom 
demand was issued, according 
to a report Wednesday from the 
state medical examiner’s of­ 
fice. 
The autopsy report showed 
Kendal Gaither Ashmore, 35, 
and Kathy Anne Brown, 21, 
both of Jenks, Okla , were 
strangled last Thursday shortly 
after they were kidnaped 
Miss Brown once worked for 
Carrousel Stables Inc., 
in 
Bellevue, Ohio, and was a 
trainer for the Ashmore family 
when she was killed. 
“ She worked for us for a 
year-and a half,” said Carrou­ 
sel Stable owner Owen Price, 
“ Shorty, as we called her, lived 
with us about three ^ears ago or 
so She came here from Adrian, 
Mich.” 
Price said she went to New 
Mexico to work for another 
family and then was employed 
by the Ashmore family. 
Larry Eugene Chaney, 34, of 
Jenks, an ex-convict, has been 
charged with kidnaping the 
two 
Chaney was arrested Satur­ 
day after a series of telephone 
calls to Phillip 
Ashmore, 
husband of Mrs. Ashmore, in 
which a $500,000 ransom was 
demanded. The money drop 
was made, but the ransom 
never was picked up 
The bodies of the two women 
were found Tuesday 
in a 
common grave about 10 miles 
north of Sallisaw, Okla 
Charles Rissell, operator of 
the Stardust Motel at Sallisaw, 
told authorities Chaney had 
stayed at his hotel Wednesday 
and checked out Thursday 
morning after “ stealing three 
white towels ”

had

around their necks when they 
were found. 
“ I think I could recognize our 
towels if 1 saw them,

said. He said he notified police 
of the missing towels shortly 
after he hoard of Chaney's 
arrest.

The National Guard Bureau 
has indicated no further major 
reorganizations of Ohio’s Army 
Guard would be required in the 
next five years if the proposed 
plan is approved, Clem said. 
“ The Army no longer main­ 
tains national guard units at 60 
per cent strength as in the pre- 
V’ietnam period. With a smaller 
regular force and no draft, the 
Army has decreed that all units 
must be at full strength with 
over 90 per cent of all personnel 
considered combat ready.

without diminishing the Army 
Guard’s ability to respond in! 
the event of a state call up,” 
Clem said.

Major league baseball clubs 
have convened at their spring 
training bases in the south ana 
west to prepare for the start of 
the 1977 American and National 
League seasons in early April. 
Spring training time is a 
period of mixed emotions. For 
the rookie, it is a time for hope 
and that his prayers of making 
it in the big time are answered 
once the bell sounds in April. 
But for the veteran, in the 
twilight of his career, it could' 
mean the end of the trail. 
Performances 
in 
spring 
training 
exhibition 
games 
mean a great deal to the large 
contingent of fringe players 
who appear on every major 
league roster. They know they 
must produce or face a trip 
back to the minors. 
An obscure rookie from the 
low minors may shine brightly 
in 
the spring 
contests 
and 
display sufficient talent to 
deserve a second look and a trip 
to the home park of the major 
league league club primarily on 
his performance in the early 
spring tilts But once the bell 
rings and the games count in 
the standings, a rookie often 
wilts under the pressure 
Spring training is like an 
elevator for many players with 
ups and downs. 
Only the 
established player who knows 
he has already made the club 
can really enjoy the rigors of 
the exhibition season There is 
really little pressure on him, 
although a rookie may have 
high hopes of unseating the 
incumbent, but this rarely 
happens. 
With the majors expanding 
and the addition of two new 
clubs in the American League 
this 
season, 
Seattle 
and 
Toronto, a greater opportunity 
exists for the rookie to crack 
the majors. Today, the teams 
have sufficient front line talent, 
but past that mark the prowess 
begins to be watered down 
Most rosters are sprinkled with 
the fringe players. 
We’ve been covering the 
majors for two decades or 
better, 
plus 
some 
spring 
training periods and the usuai 
chant around the dugout is one 
of utmost optimism. Few oc­ 
casions, managers, of cellar- 
mired clubs, ever 
publicize 
their lack of confidence and 
spirit 
Each 
manager 
at 
least 
selects his club to finish a notch 
higher 
than 
the 
previous 
campaign and 
singles out 
improved pitching, a 
better 
defense, more hitting prowess 
or a stronger bullpen as his 
reasons for his optimistic 
views But this is in late March 
when most of these Outlooks are 
presented 
Come June and the lazy, hazy 
days of summer, these same 
managers hive 
more alibis 
than Ring I.ardner’s 
“Ike", 
particularly if their teams are 
not doing well in the standings 
Of course, the uncertain 
factor for every prediction in 
March and the actualities of 
June is injury, A club can be 
crippled for several weeks 
when a key player sustains 
injury at the season’s outset 
This excuse while a valid one, 
often is overworked and used to 
seek out pity from hardcore 
sports writers who call a spade 
a s|>ade These observations by

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Survey Bares Alcohol Use 
By Grade School Children 


W ASHINGTO N (U P I) - A 
survey of fourth, fifth and sixth 
graders in unidentified West 
('oast schools indicates 45 per 
cent of the children consider 
themselves users of alcohol 
The 
study, 
done 
for 
the 
Department of Health, Educa­ 
tion and W'elfare, said eight per 
cent of the children drink at 
least once a week 
“ By the fourth grade, the 
majority of students surveyed 
already had at least one ex­ 
perience with alcohol,” it said. 
“ N e a rly half the students 
surveyed (45 per cent) consid­ 
ered themselves to be ongoing 
users of alcohol.” 
“ Clearly, exposure of youth 
to alcohol occurs at an early 
age,” it said. 
The 
study 
concluded 
that 
much 
of 
the 
alcohol 
use 
reported by school age children 
occurs within the family, a 
pattern 
that 
gives 
way 
to 
“ friends” and 
“ social occa- 
ions” for older youngsters. 
The findings were disclosed 
by H EW , but with little detail, 


at recent hearings in Congress 
on a budget for H E W ’s National 
Institute on Alcohol Abuse and 
Alcoholism 
A copy of the study, made 
available to U PI by the in­ 
stitute, said it was done by 
Social Advocates for Youth, a 
private, nonprofit system of 
community centers based in 
San Francisco. 
It was conducted, with some 
community opposition, as part 
of a three-year grant from the 
institute. 
The survey was opposed in 
some cases on grounds fourth- 
grade children were too young 
to be surveyed or for fear it 
would encourage students to try 
alcohol The researchers disa­ 
greed with this and other op­ 
position but said participation 
in the survey was voluntary. 
One unnamed com m unity 
that participated did so on the 
understanding that any report 
published about the findings 
would not identify the com 
munity. For this reason, fic­ 
titious names were given to the 


11 communities surveyed. 
According to the report, the 
three m iddle grades were 
chosen 
because 
“ very 
little 
research has been done around 
alcohol 
use patterns 
among 
elem entary-age school c h il­ 
dren.” 
Previous research has shown 
that alcohol use is “ common" 
at the seventh-grade level.

The administration bill would 
tie crop support loan rates for 
wheat 
and corn together, 
treating wheat for marketing 
purposes as a livestock feed in 
order to promote export sales. 
Bergland said wheat supports 
would be left unchanged at 
their current $2.25 a bushel 
level in 1978 while corn supports 
were raised to $2 a bushel 
Soybean supports' would be 
raised under the plan, but 
federal aid to peanut and rice 
growers would be pared. Cotton 
support loans would rise but the 
target price — which serves to 
trigger direct federal payments 
to farmers if prices decline — 
would drop under the program. 
The Bergland plan also in­ 
cludes provision for a farmer- 
controlled grain reserve which 
would

existing law, plus temporary 
reforms in disaster payment 
programs pending develop­ 
ment of a new national crop 
insurance plan.

Treatment of osteoporosis 


DEAR DR. LAMB - Can 
taking estrogen help prevent 
osteoporosis or dowager’s 
hump? I am 50 and recently 
had a lam inectom y. My 
orthopedic surgeon strongly 
urged me to continue the es­ 
trogen — I’ve been taking 
(Premarin) for the past cou­ 
ple of years — as my chance 
of getting osteoporosis was 10 
times greater than getting 
cervical cancer. 
My gynecologist, on the 
other hand, has just advised 
me to stop taking estrogen 
because he is not sure I am 
menopausal at all and wants 
to wait and see. He claims 
th ere 
is no con n ection 
between taking estrogen and 
S 
revention 
of osteoporosis, 
fow what do I do? 
DEAR READER — I seem 
to get more mail these days 
pointing out the type of dilem­ 
ma you have gotten into. It is 
a symptom of patients seeing 
different specialists and not 
having a family doctor. My 
first recommendation is to get 
a good family doctor who can 
be in charge of all aspects of 
your care and refer you to 
specialists as needed. 
The value of estrogen in 
preventing or treating os­ 
teoporosis — dissolving bones 
— is h o tly d eb a ted by 
different highly competent in­ 
vestigators. Some, including 
gynecologists, of national 
reputation believe it is useful 
in treating osteoporosis when 
it occurs It is apparently not 
useful unless a woman really 
has a deficiency of female 
hormones. Many women still 
form appreciable amounts of 
female hormones after the 
ovaries quit. These come 
from the outer shell of the 
adrenal gland (adrenal cor­ 
t e x ) . 
I am su r e you r 
gynecologist wants to find out 
if you are deficient in female 
hormones and if you need any 
hormone replacement. If you 
don’t, it may not help much. 
I might add that cancer of 
the uterus is much more

Recent 
studies do show that estrogen 
may delay osteoporosis but 
may be less effective in 
treating 
estab lish ed 
o s­ 
teoporosis. A new hormone, 
not estrogen, called methan- 
drostenolone (Dianabol by 
Ciba) has been reported not 
only to stop bone loss but in­ 
crease the amount of bone 
tissue. If other studies con­ 
firm this, it may be useful in 
treating osteoporosis. 
The Health Letter number 
6-10, 
Osteoporosis, 
outlines 
the various approaches to its 
prevention and treatment. 
Others who want this informa­ 
tion can send 50 cents for it 
with a long, stamped, self- 
addressed envelope for mail­ 
ing. You will note that you can 
decrease your chances of hav­ 
ing bone loss by making sure 
you have an adequate calcium 
intake. I suggest at least 1000 
milligrams a day and if possi­ 
ble 1500 milligrams. If you 
don’t want to use a quart of 
milk a day or its equivalent, 
you should take calcium 
tablets. 
If I were your family doctor 
I would suggest that you 
follow your gynecologist’s 
recommendations and try to 
prevent bone loss by other 
means, including adequate ex­ 
ercise, calcium in the diet 
and, if needed in your case, I 
would put you on the program 
of calcium, vitamin D and 
fluoride which has been 
reported by the Mayo Clinic to 
be successful in treating 
Î 
atients with osteoporosis, 
his is discussed in The 
Health Letter I am sending 
you.

Tandem Election Bill 
Near Vote In Senate

COLUMBUS (U P I) - Legis­ 
lation providing for tandem 
election of the governor and 
lieutenant governor but sepa­ 
ra te 
nom ination 
of 
those 
candidates in the prim aries is 
headed for a floor vote in the 
Ohio Senate. 
The m easure, to be effective 
after the 1978 election, was 
approved on a 5-1 vote of the 
Senate 
Elections 
Com m ittee 
Wednesday night and was sent 
to the Rules Com m ittee for 
assignm ent to the floor 
The proposal is the result of a 
co n stitu tio n al 
am en d m en t 
adopted by Ohio voters last 
June calling for tandem elec­ 
tion of the state's two hight'st 
officials but 
allow ing 
th e 
le g isla tu re 
to 
e stab lish 
nominating procedures. 
The m easure is designed to 
prevent a situation where the 
governor and lieutenant gover­ 
nor a re from opposite political 
parties and do not cooperate 
Such a situation now exists 
Gov. 
Ja m e s 
R hodes 
is 
a 
R ep u b lican 
an d 
L t. 
Gov. 
Richard Celeste is a D em ocrat. 
M ajority D em ocrats in the 
Senate are favoring an open 
prim ary to allow voters in their 
party to choose a nominee for 
lieutenant governor independ 
ently 
of 
gubernatorial 
can­ 
didates. 
But a bill in the House would 
require candidates to team up 
before the prim aries. 
Sen. Thomas A .Van M eter, R- 
Ashland, who cast the lone 


opposing vote in com m ittee, 
said he favors tandem prim ary 
election. 
“The way this bill reads, 
th ere’s no guarantee of com ­ 
patibility between the governor 
and lieutenant governor," said 
Van M eter ‘‘This is not what 
the voters wanted when they 
p assed 
the 
c o n stitu tio n al 
am endm ent " 
The bill also would m ake the 
lieutenant governor a m em ber 
of the governor’s cabinet and 
chairm an of a State and Local 
G o v e rn m e n t 
C om m is sio n 
w hich 
would 
co o rd in ate 
discussion of state, local and 
federal governm ent relations. 
Sen. M arigene V aliquette, D 
Toledo, raised num erous ques­ 
tions about this latter portion of 
the bill and said the commis 
sion should be approved in 
separate legislation. 
But Sen. Tony Hall, DDayton, 
com m ittee chairm an, said the 
com m ission 
should 
be 
established 
as 
part 
of 
the 
lieutenant governor's official 
duties 
"It's im portant that he have 
som ething to sink his teeth 
into," said Hall. “ If he's going 
to be the assistant governor and 
m aybe governor som e day, he 
ought to have som e official 
activity." 
T he lieu ten a n t g o v e rn o r's 
only official duty now is to 
preside over the Senate. That 
function would be taken over by 
the 
S en a te 
p re sid en t 
pro 
tem pore in 1979 


Days Of Low-Cost 
Power Over, House 
Committee Is Told 


COLUMBUS (UPI > - One of 
two Ohio leg isla tiv e com ­ 
m ittee s 
in v estig atin g 
the 
state's energy crisis was told 
Wednesday that the “days of 
low-cost pow'cr generation are 
gone" mainly due to the high 
cost of pollution control. 
"People are m aking utilities 
the scapegoat," said Donald E. 
Heyburn, 
vice 
president 
of 
Babcock-Wilcox in Barberton 
"They a ren ’t. 
"The days of low-cast power 
generation are gone. There is 
no way you can meet pollution 
control standards and generate 
power at low cast.” he added 
Heyburn briefed 
the Ohio 
House Energy Com m ittee on 
pollution control equipm ent 
m anufactured by his company 
and energy researvh projects 
now under way. 
Another witness, retired chief 
of 
the 
B a ttelle 
M em orial 
In stitu te energy 
p ro g ram , 
R ich a rd A nderson, 
echoed 
H eyburn’s statem ents 
"I am absolutely apoplectic 
about the press and political

Last year, Babcock-Wilcox

re se a rc h p ro je c ts, H eyburn 
said his firm was working in for 
a re a s :

g a sific atio n ,

Any results in the research 
program s are still a long way 
off, cautioned Heyburn 
Heyburn did note that "there 
is equipm ent available (from 
B abcock-W ilcox

m a n u fa c tu re rs) w hich 
can 
rem ove both particulates and 
sulfur from coal.” 
"Scrubbers are still undergo 
ing som e degree of developing, 
and they are expensive and 
require som e degree of dili­ 
gence in m aintenance.’’

rem oving fly ash from stack 
gases, he said 
That type of 
pollution control ‘‘s tr a in s ’’

Heyburn said studies by his 
firm had shown that it would be 
cheaper to build and operate a 
coal-fired electric generating 
unit, rather than a nuclear- 
fueled facility, depending on its 
location. 


N u clea r fueling is 
m ore 
feasible on the east and west 
coasts of the United States. But

avilability of coal m akes fossil- 
fuel generation about 20 per 
cent m ore cost effective.

DEAR POLLY — P lease tell m e how to get m oths out 
of m y closet as they are eating up all m y clothes. They 
m ust have been in the apartm ent when I moved here and 
I would like to use som ething to kill them while aw ay on 
a trip. 
Also, I would like to know a good polish for brass if 
anyone knows one — ETHEL 
DEAR 
ET H E L — 
I think you should rem ove 
everything from your closet, wash it thoroughly with a 
disinfectant and when dry spray w ell with a moth killer 
and then close tightly. If infected clothes are returned to 
the closet the sam e thing will be repeated. Wash 
everything washable and, if possible, send everything 
else to the cleaner. A good sunning would help too. 1 
would also spray the clothes before returning them to 
the closet even if they are clean. When the closet seem s 
clear of the m oths buy som ething at the hardware store 
to ward them off again. There are several things on the 
m arket. 
There are good com m ercial brass cleaners on the 
m arket. I buy one at the superm arket that is m ost 
satisfactory. H ow ever if you prefer making your own, 
you can m ake a paste with lemon juice and salt, rub it 
on with very fine steel wool. Repeat if badly tarnished. 
Be sure all the salt and lemon juice is rinsed off or you 
m ay have som e green spots that look worse than the tar­ 
nish. If a higher gloss is desired rub again with the finest 
of steel wool alone. — POLLY.
